Applicants argue that lay's use of Nilsson's process will not activate all of the OH groups in the polyvinyl alcohol used by Tay and hence 
lay's polymer will not have a glycosaminoglycan in every repeating unit. This is not found to be persuasive. Since polyvinyl alcohol has 
only one OH group per repeat unit activation of all OH groups will take place unless applicants can show experimentally that this is not the 
case in the process of Tay and Joh.
